on1n the higheſt degree. PerfeCtiou in ſubſtance 
is,vhen aman doth fincerely indeauour to per- 
forme perfect obedience to God, not in ſome 
burip all his commaundements. And this is the 
onely perfection that any man can haue inthis 
life. A Chriſtian mansperfetio is ro bewaile his 
imperfection: his obedience more conliſts inthe 
goodwill then in the worke, and ismoreto be 
meaſured by the afteQion, then by the effe£t. 
CAP. 5. 
Of the degrees of Repentance. 
R Epentance hath two degrees. It is either 
ordinarie or extraordinarie. 

Ocrdinarie repentance is thar which euery 
Chriſtian is to performe euery day: for as merr 
fall daily etrher more or lefle : fo the gracesof 
Godare proportionally weakened day by day. 
Wherctorc the continuall reparation thereof 
mnſt be made by adaily renuing of repentance. 
A Chriſtian man is the temple & houſe of Gods 
ſpirihe muſt therfore once a day ſweepe1r, that 
ir may be fir toentertaine ſo worthie aguelt. 

Extraordinarie repentance is the ſamein na- 
ture wuh the former : it differs onely fromitin 


degrce 
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degree and meaſure of grace. 

And this isto be put 1n praftiſe, when men fall 
into any enormous, capitall, or grieuous offen- 
ces; whereby they doe very grieuouſly wound 
their owne conſciences, and giuegreat offence 
to the Church. Of this ſort was the repentance 
of Peter when he went forth and wept bitterly : 
and Dauids repentance, after that he had com- 
mitred adulterie and murdered Vriah. 


CAP. 6. 
Of the per ſons which wut repent. 

En be of two ſorts: the naturallman, and 

the regenerate. Repentance isneedcfull for 
both. For thenaturall man, that he may be brou- 
oht from his ſinnes,and the Image of God renu- 
edin him.Soeme may ſay, that many natural men 
live ciuilly, abſtaining from all outragious beha- 
uiour,and thereforenecdno repentance. I grant 
indeede they doe fo: yet repentance muſt goe 
withall. For ciuill life without grace in Chriſt, is 
nothing elſe in Gods ſight, but a beautifull abo- 
mination. The Phariſes were ciuill, yer Chriſt 
faith of them, Except your righteouſnes exceed: 
the righteouſnes of the Scribes and Phariſes, yee 
ſhallnot ſee the kingdome of heauea. Repentance 
isalſo required in the regenerate: becaule they 
haye many ynknowne and privic corruptions 
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in the, which muſt be mortified : & otherwhiles 
they fall grieuouſly : and therefore that they may 
riſe 2 20aine, hey muſt be daily practiſed 1n the ſpi- 
rituall exerciles of repentance. 
GAS. 
Of the practiſe of Repent ance. 

N the praCtiſe of Repentance foure ſpeciall 

dutics are required, The firſt is adiligent and 

ſcrious examination of the conſcience by the 
Lawes and commandements of God, tor all ma- 
ner of {ianes both original and aCtual. Example 
of the children of Iſt acl. wherefere is the lining 

2141 ſorrowfull man ſu uffercth for his ſinne : let 
vs ſearch and trie our wates, and turne againe 
to thz Lord. Of Dauid. 7 conſidered my wates, 
andturned my feete tothy teſtimonies. 

Touching Ociginall finne, this muſt be well 
remeimbred, that one man hath not one part 
oncly of originall finne, and another man an o- 
ther: one man this cortuption.another that: but 
euery manas he recciued from Adam the whole 
nature ofman : ſo alſo he received originallfinne 
wholly. And therefore cucry man " not One CX- 
cepred, ſauing Chriſt who was extraordinarily 
ſantfied by 1 te holy Ghoſt in the wombe of 
the virgin)hath in him from his parents thecor- 
rapgien and ſcede of allfinne, whichisa naturall 

diipoltion and proncile to commit any ſinne 
what- 
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whatſocuer. Take a viewe and conſider all the 
horrible ſinnes thar be praCtiſed in any part of 
the world, either againſt the firſt or ſecond ta- 
ble : whatſocuer they arc, the ſpawne and ſeede 
ofthe all iseneninthat man that is thought ro be 
beſt diſpoſed by nature. Some may ſay,that expe 
rience ſhewes the contrarie; becauſe among men 
that wantall maner of religion ſome are more 
ciuill and orderly: ſome againe more lewdly dif- 
poſed. I anſwear,that this comes to paſſe,not be- 
cauſe ſome men are by nature lefle wicked then 
others: but becauſe God,by his prouidence doth 
limit and reſtraine mens corruption more or 
leffe, which he doth for the good of mankinde, 
Forif men might be wholly left ro chemſelues, 
corruption would ſo exceedingly breake onr in- 
toall maner of ſinnes, that there ſhould beno lt- 
uing in the world. | uy | 
In examination of aCtuall finnes, three rules 
muſt be followed. The firſt, tharwe muſt ſearch 
out not onely our groſle ſinnes, but cus the very 
thoughts ofour hearts. For repentice isnot one- 
ly a change of the ſpeach, apparell, and outward 
behaviour, bur alſo of the inwarde and fecret 


 thoughtsofthe heart. Thertorcthe Prophet To- 


el bids the Tewes rend their hearts and pat their 


- garmets:8& Paul tells the Ephel.char they muſt be 
renuedin the ſpirit of their minds : & Perer bids

ſhed his moſt pretious heart blood to ſarisfie the 
inſtice of his Father in our behalfe. If a father 
ſhould be ficke of ſuch a diſcaſe, that nothing 
would heale him bur the heart blood of his own 
clulds, he would preſently indge his owne caſe 
tobe damgerous; ; and would ao vowe if cuer 
he recouered, to vic all mcans wherby he might 
avoide that diſcaſe. Solikewile, ſeeing nothing 
could cure the deadly wound of our ſinne, but a 
plaiſter made of rhe heart bloode of Chriſt : ic 
mult make vs acknowledge our pitifull caſe, and 
the hainouſies of the leaſt of our ſinnes; & ſtirre 
vs vp tonewnes of life.

ther: but theyare ioyned & mingled rogither in 
all the faculties of the ſoule. The mnind or under- 
ſtanding part,isnot one part fleſh,8 another ſpi- 
rit, but the whol mind is fleſh , & the whol mind 
is ſpiritpartly one & partly the other. The who] 
will is partly fleſh 8 partly ſpirit : the fleſh 8 the 
ſpirir that is grace 8 corruption, nor ſeuered in 
place bur onely in rcaſon ro be diſtinguiſhed. 
As the aire in the dawning of the day 1s not 
wholly light or wholly dark as at midnight & at 
nooneday;acirher 1s1tin one part Iight,in another 


E 4 part 
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partdarke : but the whole aire is partly light, and 


partly darke throughout... In a veſſell of Juke- 


warme water,the watcr it ſelfe.isnot onelyhote 
oronely cold; or in one parthoteand inanother 
part colde : but heate and coldare- mixt togither 
1 cucry part ofthe water, Sois the fleſhand the 
ſpirite mingled togither inthe ſoule of man: and 
thus1Sthe cauſe why theſe two contrary qualt- 
ties tight roguher. 

Thirdly-in this combate wee are to conſider 
what cqualitic there is berweene theſe two com- 
baters, the fleſh and the {pirite. And wee muſt 
know ,thatthe fleſh uſually , ismorein mealure 
then the ſpirit. Thetleſh is like the mighty gyant 


Goliah : and the ſpirit i iSIitle and ſmall ike yong 


David. Henceit ts, that Paul calls the Corintht- 


ans which were men juſtified and fanQuified, 
' carnall I could not (faith he) brethren ſpeake un- 
to you as unto ſpiritual, but as unto carnall, asun- 
to babes inChrift. And none can cometo betall 
men in Chriſt according to theage of the fulnes 
of Chriſt, till after this lite. And the ſpeech which 
is uſed ofſome diuines, that the man regenerate 
hath bat the reliques of ſme in him mult be vn- 
derſtood warily, els it may admiran untruth. As 
for the meaſure of grace itcanbe bur ſmall in re- 
ipect, whereas we doc receiue bur the frit fruits 
of the ſþirite in this life; and muſt waite for the 

accom- 
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accompliſhment of our redemption till thelife to 
come. For allthis, the power andefficacic of the 
ſpirit is ſuch, thatit isable to preuaile ordinarily 
againſt the fleſh. For the fleſh receiues his deadly 
wound atthe firſt inſtant of amans conuerſion, 
and continually dieth after by lirtle and little : and 
thereforeir fights but asamaymed ſouldicr. And 
the ſpirit iscoatinually confirmed and increaſed 
by the holy Ghoſt: alfo ir isliucly and ſtirring, 
and the yertue of it is like muske; one graine 
whereof will giue a ſtronger (mell, then many 
ounces of other perfumes. Some may ſay, that 
the godly man doth more feele the fleſhthenthe 
ſpirit: and therefore that the fleſh is every way 
more then the ſpirit. I anſwcr,that wemult 50r 
meaſure our eltateby feeling which may catily 
deceiue vs. A man ſhall teclea paine which is bur 
in the top of his finger more ſcnfibly then the 
health of hiswhole bodie: yer the health ofthe 
bodie is moretheathepaine of afinger.Secondly 
we fcele corruption not by corruption, but by 
grace: and therefore men, the more they feele 
their inward corruptions, the more gracethcy 
haue. 

Thus much of the combat it ſclfe :novw ler vs 
coimeto the manner of this fighr. 

Itis tought by Zu?ig. Toluſt in this place 
fignifies ro bring forthand to ſtirre vp motions. 
and 
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and inclinations in the heart, cither to good or

Lulling is rwofold:theluſting ofthe fleſh,and | 


theluſting ofthe ſpirit. 

Theluſting of the fleſh hath two aCtions : the 
firſt is, toingender cuill morions and paſſions of 
ſelte-loue,cnuy, pride, vnbeliete, anger,8cc. Saint 


| lam.r.1, James faith, that men are enticed and drawne 4- 


way by their owne concupi ſcence. Now this enti- 
cing is onely by the ſuggeſtion of bad cogitati- 


- ons and deſires. This ation of the fleſh made 


Panl ſay that he was carnall ſold under ſmnne. 
The ſecondaction of the fleſh is ro hinder,and 

quench, and ouerwhelme all the good motions 

of the ſpirit. Paul found this in himſelfe, when he 


faid,7 ſee an other lawe in my members rebeling 


againſt the lay of the minde,and leading me cap- 
tive to the law of ſine. By reaſon of this aftion 
of the fleſh, the man regenerate islike to one ina 
ſlumber troubled with the diſeaſe called Ephiat- 
tes or the mare : who thinks that he feeles ſome- 
thing lying on his breaſt as heauie as a moun- 
taine:and would faine haue it away, whereupon 
heſtriucs andlabours by hands and voice to re- 
mooue it,bur for his life can not doeir. 
Onrthecontrarie,theluſting ofthe ſpirit con- 
raines rwo other aCtions. The firſt is to beger 
good incditations,motions, inclinations, and de- 
| ſires 
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fires inthe mind,will,and affections. Ofthis Da- 


vid ſpeaketh, My reynes teach me in the night ©'aa68. 


ſeaſon: that is, my minde,afteftion,and will, and 
my whole ſoule beeivg ſanCtified and guided by 
the ſpirir of God, doe miniſter vnto me conſide- 
rations of the way in which I ought to walke: I- 
ſaiasprophecying of the Church of thenewe te- 


ſtamenr, ſaith, when a man goeth to the right 19.30az 


handeor to the left, he ſrall heare awoice, ſaying, 
Here is the way walke ye in it. W hich voyce 1s 
not onely the outward preaching of the mint- 
ſters,bur alſo the inveard voice of the ſpirite. 
The ſecond ation of the pirice is to hinder 
and ſuppreſle the bad motions and ſuggeſtions 
of the fleſh. Saint Tohn ſaith, he that 1s borme of” 


Godſmneth not , becauſe his ſeede remaineth in 1.loh.39 | 


him,that is, grace wrought in the heart by the 
holy Ghoſt, which reſiſteth the rebellious defires_ 
of the fleſh. 

Thar the maner ofthis fight may more cleare- 
ly appeare, we muſt exanune it more particular- 
ly. Inthe ſoule ofman there be two ſpecial parrs, 
the minde and the will. 

Inthe mind thereis adouble combat. The firſt 
is berweene knowledge of the words of God, 
and naturall ignorance or blindnes. For ſeeing 
. wedocinthis life knove bur in part: therefore 
knowledge of the truth muſt ncedes be toyned 
with 
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with ignorance in all that are inlightned : and 
one of theſe beeing contrarie to an other, they 

ſtrine to ouerſhadow and ouercalt each other. 
Hence we may learne the cauſe why excellent 
diuines doe varie indiuers points of religion:and 
itis, becauſe in this combar, naturall blindnes yet 
remaining, preuailes more or leſſe. Men that are 
dimme fighted and can nor diſcerne without 
ſpectacles, ifthey ſhould be ſet to dilcrieathing a 
farre off, the moſt ofthem would be of diuerle 
opinions of it. And men inlightened and rege- 
Cor.1z, neratcinthislife doe but ſee as 72 a glaſſe darke- 
ty. Againe, this muſt teach all ſtudents of diuini- 
tie ofren to ſuſpect themſelues intheir opinions 
and defences : ſeeing in them that are of ſoundeſt 
iudgement the light of their vnderſtanding is 
mixed with darknes of ignorance. And they 
can in many points ſee but as the man in the Go- 
ſpell, who when our Sautour Chriſt had inpart 
opened his.eyes, awe men walking, notas men, 
Ent im the forme of trees. Alſothis muſt teach all 
that read the Scriptures to inuocate and cal ypon 
thename of God, thathe would inlighten them 
by his ſpirit,and aboliſh the miſt ofnatural blind- 
nes. The Prophet Dauid was worthily inlighte- 
ned with the knowledge of Gods word, ſo as he 
excelled the auncient and his owne teachers in 
wildome: yet becing priuteto himſelfe touch- 
Ing 
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ing his owne blindneſſe, often pratcth in the 
Pfalmes, 1nlighten my eyes that I may wnder- 
ftanathe wonatrs of thy law. 

By reaſon ofthis fight, when naturall blindnes 
preualles, the childe of God truly inlightened 
with knowledge to life cucrlaſting,may errenot 
onely inlighter points, buteuen in the very foil- 
dation of religion, as the Corinthians and the 
Galatians did. And as one man may erre, ſoan 
hundred men may alſo: yeaa whole particular 
Church: and as one Church may erre,{o an 100. 
moremay. For inreſpe&tof this combar,thee- 
ſtate and condition of all men isalike. VV hence 
itappearesthat the Church militant ypon earth 
is ſubie& to errour. But yet as the dileaſes of the 
bodie be of two ſorts: ſome curable, and ſome 
incurable which are to death; ſolikewiſeerrors 
are. And the Church though ir be ſubie& to 
ſundriefalls, yer it cannot erreinfoundation to 
death: the errours of Gods. children'be curable. 
Some may here ſay, Itallmen and Churches be 
fubic& to crrour, then it ſhall. not begood to 
ioyne with any of them, but to ſeparate from 
themall. I anfrveare, though they may and doe 
erre, yet wee mult not ſeparate from them, ſo 
long as they doenot ſeparate from Chriſt. 

The ſecond combar in the minde is, betweene 
faith and ynbelicte. For faith is imperfect, and 
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mixt with the contraric vnbelicte, preſuming, 
doubting, &c. As the man in the Goſpel ſaith, 
Lord1beleenerelpe mine wunbelicfe. 


By reaſon of this fight, when vabclicfe pre- 
uailes,the very child of God may fall into fits and 
pangs of diſpaire: as Iob & Dauidintheir temp- 
tationsdid.For Dauid once conſidering the pro- 
ſperitic of ihe wicked,brake out into this ſpeech, 

Pl.73.13; Certenty Thane clenſedmine heart in vaine,and 
waſhed mine hands ininnocencie. Yea, this di- 
ſpaire may be ſo extreame, tharit ſhall weaken 
the bodie and conſume it,more then any ficknes. 
Nao man is rothinke this ſtrange inthe childe of 

God. Forthawgh he diſpatre of his eleQtion and 
laluation in Chriſt, yet hisdeſperation 1s neither 
-total nor final:Itisnor tofallbecaule he dothnor 
diſpaire with his whole hearr, faich cucnat that 
Iinftanthiſting agaiaſt diſpaire. Trisnot fna/; be- 
cauſc heſhalrecouer beforethelaſtend of his life. 

To proceede;, the combat inthe will is this. 

The will partly willeth and partly nilleth thar 
| | which is good atthe fame inſtant: and ſolike- 
wiſe it willeth and nilleth that whichis euill: be- 
cauſe it-ispartly regenerate and partly vnrege- 
-nerate. TheafteHionslikewile, which are pla- 
ccdinthe will, partly imbraceand partly eſchew 
their obie&s: as lous partly-loueth and partly 
dothnotlous Godandthings to be loued :teare

By reaſon of this combat, when corruptis pre- 
ualles againſt grace in the will &atieFions, there 
ariſethin the godly a certain araanes or hardpes 
of heart, which is nothing. elſe but a want of 
ſenſe or feeling . Some may fay, that this is a 
fearefull indgement : but the anſwer is,that there 
be two kinds of hardnes of hcart:onewhich pol- 
ſeſleth the heart,and is neuer felt: this is in ther,

The ſpirite preuailes againſt the fleſh attwo 


times:in the courſe of 'amanshfe, and at his end; 


bur yet with ſorne foiles receined, 
I fay the ſpiritprenailesnotin one inſtant, but 
inthe whole:courſe of a mans life. So S. Iohn 


ſaith, He which is begotten of Godſinneth not : 


1.loh.z. for he pre ſerneth himſetfe : the grace of God in

his heart ordinarily preuailing in him. And Paul 


-makes itthepropertie of the regenerate man 70 
Rom. 8.1. walke according tothe fprrit, which isnotnowe 


and then to makea ſteppe forward,butto keepe 
his ordinarie courſe in the way of godlines. As 
ingoing from Barwicke to London,it may bea

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mannowandthen will goeamiſſe: burhe ſpee- 
dily returnesto the way againe, and his courle 
generally ſhall be right. 

Againe,the ſpirit preuailes inthe end ofa mans 
life. For then the fleſh is vrrerly aboliſhed and 
ſanftification accompliſhed:becauſeno vncleane 
thing can enter into the kingdome of heauen. 

This further muſt be conceiued , that when 
the ſpirite preualles, itis not withour reſiſtance 
and ſtrining. As Paul reſtifieth, 7 doe not the good 
which 1 would, but the enill which I would ot 
that doe I. W hich place isnotto be vnderſtood 
onely of thoughts and inward motions (as ſome 
would haue it) nor of particular offences : but 
of the gencrall praCtite of his duectie or calling, 
through the whole courſe of his life. And itis 
like the praftiſe of a ficke man, who having re- 
coucred of ſome grienous diſeaſe walkesa turie 
or twaine about his chamber faying o,ah,l would 
faine walke vp and downe bur I can not: mea- 
ning not that he cannot walke atall, bur ſigai- - 
fying that be cannot walke as he would, becing 
ſoone wearied through faintnes. 

T added further, that this prenailing is with 
foyles. A foyle is, when the ficth for thetime 
vanquiſheth and ſubduerh the (pirite. In thiscaſe, 
the man regenerate 1s ikea {ouldiour, thar with 
a blowe hath his braine-pan cracked, ſo as he lies

himthar hath afitce of the falling ficknes, who 
for a time lies likeadead man. Hence the que- 
ſtion may be mooued, whether the fleſh preuai- 
ling cothnot extinguiſh thelpirit, andſo cut off 
aman from Ohriſt, ull ſuch rime as he be iograt- 
redagaine. The anſweare isthis: There berwo 
ſorrs of Chriſtians: one who doth onely in ſhew 
and name profeſſe Chriſt : and ſuchan one is no 
otherwiſea member of Chriſts myſticallbodie, 
tacna woodden legge ſet tothe bodie isamem- 
ber of the bodie. The ſecond ishethat inname 
and deede isaliucly part and member of Chriſt. 
Itthe firſt fall, hecannorbe ſaid to becut oft, be- 
cauſe he was neuer ingratred. If the ſecond fall, 
he may be and iscut off from Chriſt. But mar ke 
how:heisnot wholly cutoft bur in ſome part, 
namely in reſpe& of the inward fellowſhip and 
commwion with Chriit , bur not inreſpetot 
conmunCtion with him. Amansarme taken with 
thedeade pallic, hangs by and recciuesno heate, 
lite,or ſenſe from the reſt ofrhe memvers, or fro 
the heade, yet for all this , it remaines ſtill vnited: 
and coupled to the bode, and may aguine be re- 
coucred by plaiſters and phylicke; ſo after agric- 
uous fall the childe of God fecles no inwarde 
peace and comfort, but is ſmitren in conſcience 


with the trembling of a ſpirituall palſte for his 
of- 
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offence: and yet indeed ſtillremaines before God 

a member of Chriſt in refpeCt of coniundtion 

with him, and ſhall be reſtored to his former c- 

ſtate after ſerious repentance. Th7* 

And God permits theſe foiles for ala 

cauſes : firſt thatmen might be abaſhed and con- 
founded in themſelueswirh the conſideration of 

their vile natures , andlearnenot'to fwell with 

pride, becauſe of Gods grace. Paul ſaith that at- 

rerhe had becne rapt into the thirdheaven, the 

angel Satan was ſent to buffet him, and (aswee » Cora. 
laid)ro beatehim blacke and blew, thathe might 7: 

not be exalted out of meaſure. The {econd, rhar 
wermay learne to denie our (claes and cieaue vn-

God 
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God abounded inhim, whereby he ahſweared 
her,ſaying,Shall7 ape this , anaſinne againſt God, 

hecould not then finne. Lot, becauſe his righte- 

ous heart was grieued in ſeeing and hearing 

the abomunations of Sodome, could nor then: 
ſinne asthey of Sodome did; Hence it appeares, 

that ſuch perſons as liuc in the daily practiſeof 
ſnne againſt their owne conſciences, (though 

they be profeſſours ofthe truce religio of Chriſt) 

have no ſoundnes of grace in them. 

Secondly, the man regenerate can notfinnein 
what manner he would: and there be two rca- 
ſons thereof. Firſt, he can not finne with full 
conſent of will , or with all his heart: becauſe 
the will ſo farre forth as it is regenerate, reſt- 
ſeth and draweth backe : yea, cuen then when 
a man is carried headclong; by the patsions of 
the fle lh, he fceles ſome contraric motions of 
a regenerate conſcience. Ic is a true rule that 
finne doth not raigne1n the regenerate. For ſo 
much grace as is wrought in the minde, will, af- 
fetions: ſo much is abated proportionally of 
theſtrengtb ofthe fleſh, VV herctore when hee 
comirsany f1n,he doth it partly willingly,8 part- 
ly againſt his be? Asthe mariners inthe tempeſt, 
caſt Ionasintothe fea willingly: for otherwiſe 
they had notdone it: and ycragainſt rheir willes 
too: Which appeares becauſe they prayed, and 


F” caſt 
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caſt their goods out ofthe ſhippe, and labourcd 
inthe rowing againſt the rempeſt, and that very 
long before they caſt him out. And herein lies 
the difterence betweene two men committing 
oncand the ſameſinne, the one of them beeing 
reocnerate, the other vnregenerate. For the lat- 
tcr {inncs with all his heart and with full conſenr, 
and ſo doth not the firſt. Secondly, though hee 
fallinto any finne, yer hedothnotlielong in it, 
bur ſpeedily recouers himſclte,by reaſon of grace 
in bishearr. F; 

Hence it is manifeſt, that ines of infirmitie 
arecommitted onely of ſuch asare regenerate. 
As for the man vnregenate he cannorſinne of in- 
firmitie wharſocuer ſome falſly thinke. For he 
isnot weake but ſtarke dead 1nſinne. And ſinnes 
of infirmitie are ſuch onely as riſe of conſtraint, 
eare, haſtines, and ſuch like ſudden paſsions1n 
the regenerate. And though they ſinne of weak- 
nes often by reaſon'of this fpirituall combate, 
yerthezy doenot alwaies: for they may ſinne a- 
Sainft knowledge and conſcience of preſump- 
LON 

.; Focome tothe ſecond point : the regenerate 
man cannot 420 the goodwhich hewoulabecauſe 
hecannot doe 1t perfitly and ſonndly according 
to Gods wt as he would. Paul faith, Tow/ll 75 
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perfitely to doe that which 1 weuld. Tn this point 
the godly man is like a prifoner that is gotten 
forth ofthe gayle, and thathe might eſcape the 
hand of the keeper , defires and ſttives with all - 
his heart to runne an hundred milesina day : bur 
becauſe he bath ſtraitand weightic bolres on his 
legges, can not for his life creepe paſta mile or 
rwaine, and that with chafing his fleſh and tor- 
menting himſelfe. So the ſervants of God doe 
heartily deſire, and indeayour to obcyGed in 
all his commandements: as it is ſaid of King To- 
fias, That hee turned to God with all bis heart, 
with all his ſoule, with all his might, according :.King, 
to all the lawes of Moſes, ec. yer becauſe they 5325+ 
are clogged with the boltes of the fleſh,they per- 
fourme obedience both ſlowly and weakely, 
with divers ſlippes and falls. 

Thus much of the combat: now let us (ce 
what uſe may be made of it. 

Firſt of all by it we learne what is the eſtate of 
a Chriſti2n man 1n this life. A Chriſtian is nor 
onethat is free fromall cuill cogitations,frem re- 
bellious inclinations and motions of will and af- 
fections,from all maner of ſlips in his life & con- 
ucrſation : ſor ſuchan one 1isa mcere deuiſe of 
| mansbraine ar:dnottobe found upon earth. But 
| —1deed heis rhe ſound Chriſtian that fecling him 

ſclte laden with the corruptions of his vileand re- 
bellious 
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reoellions nature, bewailes them from hisheart, 
and with might and maine fights againſt them 
by the grace of Gods foi PITit. Acaine here is 0- 
verthrowen the popith, ppinion ofimeritand iu- 
ſufication by workes of grace, On this manner. 
Suck asthe cauſe of workes 1s, fuch are workes 
themfelues. The cauſc of workesin man, is the 
mind, will, and afteQions ancrified 2 in which, 
tn? i:handthe (piritaremixttogither , as hath 
bene ſhewed before. Therefore works of grace, 
cu2a the beſt ofthem are mixt workes, partly 
holy ond partly fianetull. VV herebyiris euident 
'teaman thathath bur commonſenſe, thar they 
arc not an{werable to the righteouſhes of the 
law: and that thercfore, they can neither mcric 
life, or any way iuſtifiea, man before God. Ifany 
reply, that $00d workesare the works of Gods 
{pi ite, and. for that cauſe perfitly righteous: 1 
anſwere, it istrue andeed, they come efrom the 
holy ghoſtthar cannar finne, but not onely or 
immediatly. For they come alſo from thecor- 

rupt ininde my will of man, andinthat reſp:&

In it there 
be three things, the guilt, the puniſhment, the 
corruption: the firſt rwoare quite aboliſhed by . 
the merit of Chriſts death in baptiſme: the third 
tharisthe corruption remaines ſtill; but marke 
in what manner : it remaines weakened, it re- 
maines not imputed to the perſon of the belee- 
UCr.

for the ſpirite is ready but the fleſh is weake. Re- 


becca, when two twinnes {trouein her wombe 
was troubled and faid, why am T ſo? wheretore 
ſhe went toaske the Lord,namely by ſome Fro- 
phet. So when wee feelethis inward fight, the 
beſt thing is to haue recourſe roGod by prayer, 
and to his word, that the ſpirit may be ſtrength- 
ned againſt the fleſh. As the children of Ifracl by 
compaſsing the cuy of Tecrico ſeuen dates, and 
by ſonnding rammes hornes ouerturned the 
walles thereof :{o by ſerious invocation of Gods 
name the ſpirit is confirmed, and theturretsand 
towers of the rebellious flcſh battered.
